DEPARTMENT OF PARLIAMENTARY AFFAIRS 
New Delh, the 23rd April, 1981 

G.S.R. 437. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Department of Parliamentary Affairs (Recruitment and 
Conditions of Service) Rules, 1963, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Department of 
iParliamenlary Affairs (Recruitment and Conditions of 
Service) (Third Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication i n the Official Gazette. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
ment and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1963, in rule 4, for 
sub-rule 8 , the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“( 8 )(a) Ten per cent of the vacancies in the grade of 
Lower Division Clerk shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by promotion of Group ‘D’ employees (borned 
on regular establishment) of the Department in 
the following manner, namely : — 

(i) Five per cent of the vacancies may be filled on 

the basis of qualifying examination held for the 
purpose by the Staff Selection Commission from 
amongst Group ‘D’ employees who have rendered 
at the crucial date not less than five years regular 
service in the grade, possess at least Matriculation 
or equivalent qualification and arc within 45 years 
of age (50 years in the case of the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes), 

(ii) Five per cent of the vacancies may be filled on 

the basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of 
the unfit, from amongst those Group ‘D’ employees 
of the Deparlment who have rendered not less 
tha a 5 years' regular service in the grade and 
who have passed the Matriculation or an equiva- 
lent examination of a recognised Board or Uni- 
versity : 

Provided that to the extent to which sufficient number of 
qualified candidates are not available for appointment on 
the result of such examination mentioned in clause (i) or for 
Promotion as mentioned in clause (ii), the vacancies may be 
filled by direct recruitment on the result of a competitive 
examination held for the purpose by the Staff Selection 
Commission : 

Provided further that if more of such employees than 
the number of vacancies available under clause (0 qualify 
at the said examination such excess employees shall be con- 
sidered for filling the vacancies arising in the subsequent 
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years so that the employees qualifying at an earlier examina- 
tion are considered before those who qualify at a later 
examination. 

(b) Ninenty per cent of the vacancies in the grade of 
lower Division Clerks or such higher percentage as may be 
determined by the Department in accordance with the proviso 
to clause (a) shall be filled by direct recruitment on the 
result of a competitive examination held for the purpose by 
the Staff Selection Commission :

Provided that the seniortiy of persons appointed to the 
g'.adc under his clause shall rank inler-se according to the 
date of appointment".

NOTE The persons appointed to the grade shall rank intef- 
se in the following manner, namely : — 

(i) Those appointed under clause (a)(i) of this sub-rule 

shall rank inter-se in the order in which their names 
are arranged in a single list by the Staff Selection 
Commission on the basis of their seniority in tho 
parent Group L D’ post, the employees holding posts 
i n a higher grade to rank senior to those in the 
lower grade. 

(ii) Those appointed under clause (a)(ii) of this sub-rule 

shall rank inter-se in the order of their seniority 
in the lower grade, the employees holding posts in 
a higher grade to rank senior to those in the lower 
grade. 

(iii) Tho inter-se seniority of person leferred to in items 

(i) and (ii) shall be in the ratio of 1 : 1. that is to 
say, that the persons in these categories shall be 
arranged by taking alternately one person each from 
amongst the categories of persons specified in items 
(i) and (ii). 

(iv) Those appointed under clause (b) of this sub-rule 

shall rank inter-se in the order of merit in which 
they are placed at tho competitive examination on the 
results of which they are recruited, the recruits of 
an earlier competitive examination being ranked 
senior to those of a later examination. 

(v) The inler-se seniority of persons referred to in items 

(i), (ii) and (iv) shall be regulated according to tho 
quotas fixed for each of the groups, in accordance 
with a roster maintained by the Department starting 
with one person referred lo in item (i) followed by 
9 from item (iv) and one person from item (ii) 
followed by 9 from item (iv) and so on. 

(vi) The seniority of persons qualifying for appointment 

under clause (n)(i) of this sub-rule in excess of the 
number of vacancies available for that year and 
who are to be adjusted against the vacancies in 
subsequent year and those appointed in subsequent 
year under clause (b) of this sub-rule shall also be 
regulated in the manner ptovided in item (v) : 

Provided that seniority of persons recruited on tho result 
of (he competitive examination held under clause (b) in 
whose cases oilers of appointment are revived af'er being 
cancelled and those appointed under tho proviso to clause 
(b) shall be such as may be determined by the Department, 
(c) Notwithstanding anything conlained 'in clause (a) or 
clause (b) the appoinling authority may fill not more 
than 3 per cent of the vacancies in the grade of 
lower Division Clerk arising in a year, by appoint- 
ment of a son or daughter or spouse or bro' her or 
sister of a Government servant who dies during the 
period of his service and the person so appointed 
shall be ranked junior to the persons who are

G.S.R. 449. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso lo article 309 of the Constitution and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules, further to amend 
the Railway Board Secretariat Service Rules, 1969, namely : — 

1. (1) These rulese may be called the Railway Board Sec- 
retariat Scrcvice (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In rule 9 of the Railway Board Secretariat Service 
Rule si," 1969 (hereinafter referred to us the said Rules),— 

(1) to sub-rule (6), the following proviso shall be added, 
namely : — 

"Provided that if sufficient number of candidates arc not 
available for filling up the vacancies in any year 
by direct recruitment as aforesaid, the until led 
vacancies in the direct recruitment quota snail be 
lilled by the substantive appointment of persons in- 
cluded in the Select List for the Assistans’ Grade”; 

(ii) after sub-rule (6), the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

“(6-a). Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 
(6), the substantive vacancies reserved for direct 
recruitment as on 30th June, 1979, against which 
no direct recruits have been appointed till that date, 
plus lilty per cent of the number of such substan- 
tive vacancies may be filled by substantive appoint- 
ments made after th c date of commencement of 
the Railway Board Seceretariat Sorvice (Amcndmeni 1 
Rules, J981, of persons included in the Select List 
for the .Assistants’ Grade. 

Note : — For the purpose of calculating the number of 
substantive vacancies reserved for direct recruitment as on 
30th June, 1979, vacancies filled through the Assistants’ 
Grade Examination, 1978 shall be excluded”; 

(iii) for sub-rule (7) except the proviso thereof, the fol- 
lowing shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(7) Temporaiy vacancies In the Assistants’ Grade shall 
be filled by the temporary promotion on thc basis 
of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, 
officers of the Upper Division Grade of the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service who have 
rendered not loess than five years approved service 
in that grade and are within the range of seniority’’, 

(iv) in sub-rule (8), for the expression “for the purposes 
of clause (ii) of sub-rule (6) and sub-rule (7)”, the 
expression “for the purpose of clause (i) of sub- 
rule (6)" shall be substituted. 

3. In the Schedule to the said rules, — 

(1) under the beading “B-ASSISTANTS’ GRADE” of 
clause 2, for the words “anticipated vacancies", the 
words "anticipated substantive vacancies” shall be 
substi'uted; 

(ii) in clause 3, to sub-clause (3), the following proviso 
shall he added, namely : — • 

“Provided that persons appointed substantively In 
accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (6) 
of rule 9 to the Grade from the Select List in 
any year against direct recruitment vacancies for 
which direct recruits are not available shall be 
placed en-bioc below the last direct recruit ap- 
pointed that year irrespective of the quotas reserv- 
ed for direct recruits and persons included in 
the Select List”; 

(iil) after sub-clause (3), the following sub-clause shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

"(4) persons appointed substantively In accordance 
with the provisions of sub-rule (6-a) of rule 9 
shall be assigned seniority Inter-so in the order 
in which they are Included in the Select List for 
thc ‘Assistants’ Grade and such persons shall 
be placed en-bloc above the direct recruus of 
the Assistants’ Grade Examination, 1979".
